It is ſaid indeed, in the Faculty granted to Mr. Penio —— Exemplum 
Anteceſſorum noſtrorum imitati —— But (as I have good reaſon to be- 
lieve) there arè very few Inſtances to be found of ſuch Faculties, granted 
before the Reſtauration : None, upon the beſt ſearch I could make, ap- 
peared to me, in either of the Offices, where ſuch Faculties ought to be 
regiſtred; and all the Faculties, which did appear there, were mani- 
feltly built upon the miſtaken Authority of the Tax-Book before men- 


tioned, having no other Foundation to ſupport them. 


But 1 have been ſince informed, that, in an old Book, remaining in 
the Arcbbiſbop s Faculty Ofice, (which 1 did not ſee) entituled, Facultater 
* e & illatæ Anno Dom. 1543. (which Book contains the Entries 
of all Diſpenſations and Faculties to the Lear 1548.) is the following

No, as to this ancient Faculty for a: Degree which we are ſure, from 


the Account given of the Book in which it is found, is the only one that 
was granted during the ſpace of 5 or 6 Vears) there are ſeveral Re- 


marks to be made, which ſeem to me of great uſe for determining the 


preſent Controverſꝛ. 


. In the firſt place then I obſerve, that the Inſtrument, by which 
Broke was promoted to the Degree of Batchelour of Arts, is called a Diſpen- 


ation; for the uſe of which Word no other Reaſon can be given, but 


that it was thereby intended to cover the Practice of conferring Degrees 
under the ſhelter of an Ad of Parliament, which was known to extend 
only to Diſþenſations. For the Creation F a Graduate hath nothing of the 
Nature of a Diſpenſation in it; ſo that, had the Archbiſhop any power 
of D:ſpenſeng in this caſe, it could not be by giving a Degree; but by grant- 
ing a Faculty to ſupply the want of a Degree, where ſome Canon, or Local 
Statute required it; which fort of yon was never granted ſince 
25 H. 8. by any other Authority but that of the Grown. TY | 


2. The next thing to be taken notice of, is, the Extent of thoſe Pri- 
vileges, which are here granted to Broke; viz, all manner of Privi- 
leges, which any other Graduates of the ſame Rank, in any Univer, 
throughout the World, did, or might enjoy: For thus much do theſe 
Words, ubique locorum, and in Untvenſſtatibus Studiorum Generalium, im- 
port; there being no Reſtriction of them expreſſed, or implied, either

to the King's Dominions, or to the Univerſities of this Realm. Now theſe 
are ſuch extravagant Privileges, as no Archbiſhop of Canterbury ( whoſe 


Juriſdiction was confined to England) had any Colour or Pretence of 


Authority to grant: But all theſe general Expreſſions are manifeſtly 
taken out of Faculties granted by virtue of the Pope s Authority, which he 
claimed to exerciſe in all this part of the World. For in this very Style 
did the Inſtruments of Counts Palatine run; who were empowered by 
Bulle from the Pope to give Degrees; tho tis very well known, at the 
ſame time, that even ſuch Faculties as theſe (in whatever Terms they 
were conceived) were never regarded in any other Popiſh Country be- 
tides Italy: and particularly as to England, we are ſure that none of the 
Full Powers granted to Counts Palatine, viz. to confer Degrees, mate publick 
Notaries, L3pitimate, and beſtow Arme, were'ever permitted to take place 


in this Kingdom; and abundance of Inſtances may be ſhewn; where 


every one of theſe Powers have been denied here, excepting that of 
2rving _—_— : and it does not appear that That was ever attempted. - 

It is farther to be obſerved upon this Head, that Broke was actually 
reſident at Venice, when he was made Batchelour of Arts; and therefore 
the chief Deſign of the Faculty muſt have been, to enable him to en- 


joy all the Privileges of that Degree in foreign Countries; which tis cer- 


tain he could not do by any Authority of an Engliſo Parliament; and 
conſequently it was abſurd to found the Power of granting ſuch a Fa- 
culty upon any Lam or Statute of this Realm: and that ſoftening Clauſe 
of quaterius Fura & Sratuta hujus' Regni non adver ſantur, did not only im- 
ply a Diſfruſt of the Legality of Nhat was granted; but was, with rela- 
tion to tlie abique locorum, and the other general Terms made uſe of, 
highly inproper. | ER . 

3. There is another Expreſſion in the Entry now before us, which de- 


ſerves tõ be conſidered, becauſe ſome Streſs may probably be laid upon 
it, and that is, in form communi. Upon which I beg leave to obſerve, 
that in the old Tav Boot (as it is called) after ſeveral Heads or Kinds of 


Faculties, theſe Words are added: E. G. eio Notariorum in forme com- 
mani; Literæ Dimiſſoriæ in forms communi: But after Creatio Doctorum; 
and Geatio aliorum Graduatorym5®no-fuch Words are found. From 
'whence'it plainly follows, that, where theſe Words occur, there were 
ſome innomn Forms of granting ſuch Faculties or Diſpenſations before that 


Book was compiled;iand} where they are not added, the Framers of that 


Book, whoever they were, could not tell in what manner ſuch Faculties 


were to pats, nor conſequently whether they were gramable by the Act 


or not; and therefore; very probably, theſe Faculties for Degrees were not 
within the Mehninig of the Statute; becauſe, if they had been caſtomable 
before the Act, 2% Fm in vnehtithey were granted would have been 
wellkfiewfiatithe Time of makingnthe aforeſaid Tax- Bot.

by the Clerk at random, as I ſuſpect they might, becauſe they were 
uſed in the Entries of other Diſpenſations) muſt be ſome common Form 
of conferring Degrees at Rome, which had not yet obtained in England ;

in the Books of Leo X. before taken notice of; that being the only 
Form of granting Degrees, which we meet with in the Roman Office-Books: 
but the Power of creating Doctors, and other Graduates (if any ſuch Power

ſome other Authority in 9 but none of our Lawyers have ever 
interpreted that Act in ſo extenſive a Senſe, as far as appears from 
any Comments upon the Act now extant ; tho, if they had, it would 


not ſerve the preſent purpoſe, becauſe there always was another Autho- 


rity- in England, by which Degrees were granted. Whether therefore 
Archbiſhop &ranmer uſed the Style of Legate, when he gave Degrees or

From theſe Remarks upon the Form in which the Archbiſbop , Fa- 
culty for Degrees is drawn, I am naturally led to make this General 
Obſervation; (viz.) that the great Liberty which hath been taken by 
Archbiſhops in changing the Form ſhews, that the Foundation of their 
Power is weak and uncertain ; and that therefore old Clauſes have been 
left out, and nem ones ſometimes added in their Inſtruments, to ſup- 
port it The juſtneſs of which Concluſion is evidently confirmed by the 
ſuper addition made by the 1 Archbiſhop in Mr. Peplo's Faculty ; (Viz.)

But, however that be, this is certain, that in moſt, if not every one,

It is therefore humbly hoped, that an old Popiſh abuſe, long ſince 
exploded, and baniſh'd from other Parts of Europe, will not now be ad-
